Our war work this year has con- 
Sisted of adopting H.M.C.S. "Rest-~ 
igouche". We did this on hearing 
from one of the girls, whose cousin 
is first officer om the ship, that 
such a move would be greatly apprec¢-:' 
iated by the whole ship's company, 

When school commenced Jast Sept- 
ember we started out with nothing 
but enthusiasm im the cash-box. 
Knitting was begum right away and by 
November over forty dollars worth of 
wool had been bought and many articles 
had already been completed. On Nov- 
ember 14th. we held our highly 
successful White Elephant sale and 
we made $160 which we added to our 
fumd, them over twenty dollars. 

At Christmas we sent, among 
other thimgs, four large cakes and 
boxes of holly to the ship. 

A silver collection was held at 
the school's annual entertainment, 
which, in conjunction with the whow- 
img of the Kindergarten's Farm, 
metted nearly $35. 

To date we have collected over 
$250 of which $130 have been spent 
om wool and over forty dollars on 
postage; and at the presemt we still 
have fifty dollars in hamd., We are 
having our third candy shower, having 
sent over twenty pounds of candy, 
seven parcels of knitted articles, 
ard many bumdles of magazimes. 

Tae Committee takes this oppor- 
tuaity to thank all of our friends 
“ad well-wishers for their contri- 
nution: and encouragement, Miss Atkins 
amd the Staff for their advice and 
oesistatce, ard the girls for their 
hervelscrs response to the call for 
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knitting, magazines and candy. 

We have been glad to have the 
Old Girlst halp im this venture as 
it has involved much planning and 
organizing,

years I was in England, I spent 
many happy days there, ‘hen on June 
lith., 1940 I received a cable from 
a distant cousin, Mrs. Cannon, who 
lived in the United States, asking 
me to go and stay with her for the 
duration of the war. It was a very 
hard question to decide. I longed 
to see the States and to travel over 
that great continent, but I did not 
want to leave Mymmy or Daddy or 
school; but at last, after a great 
deal of thinking, I decided to go, 

The summer term came and I had 
to leave school, so I went to my 
home in Liverpool, I spent a week 
there with my father, then I went 
up to London to sp end the rest of 
the holidays with Mummy and my little 
sister, Jean, Mummy and Jean were 
im London because Jean was ill and 
had to go to a s London specialist. 

They were staying in a block of 
flats which were called "The Gramp~ 
ions", in Shephard Bush, I was there 
for nearly six weeks and I was in 
the midst of the London blitz. The 
first raid came om August 15th. 
but it lasted only thirteen minutes. 
But that was by no means the longest 
vaid. The longest one I know last- 
ed from 10.30 pine to 7245 ‘the next 
morning. Each day and night foll- 
owing the sirens never seemed to 
stop wailing. Their awful sound 
Seemed Like a nightmare, and I am 
csnéakful that the bark of the guns 
ind thud of bombs is a thing of the 
pest to me, 

As we had no protectiom in our 
1. ttle four-roomed flat, we went 
ts the inner corridors during the 
ruil. We were near the Thames and 


-pigning papers and seeing offic 
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the blazing ware-houses seemed to 
light the sky for many hours. 

IT received a telegram from Dacdy 
saying I was sailing in a week's timc. 
So I had to say goodbye to London 
and rush home where I spents my time 
Laks 
about passports, I left Liverpooct om 
August 30th. on a small freighter, 
H.M.S, "Balfrouver", There were a 
hundred and twenty-seven passengers on 
board, mostly women and children. Wes 
were bombed the night we left, but no 
damage was done, and on the third 
day, about an hour before our convoy 
left us, we were nearly torpedoed, but 
the torpedoe just missed us, and we 
destroyed the submarine that sent it. 
For fifteen days we were on the 
water, and encountered very stormy 
weather, We arrived at last in Boston: 
on September 14th. 

I then went to Portland Oregon, 
via Montreal and Vancouver, B. Cree 
lived in Portland for over a yeer and 
attended school there.
